Parade, Barry, when 
Stefan Bjevoic was out 
and started a fire when 
she lit a halogen heater 
which was on a bed. 

Thomas denied the 
allegation and said that 
what occurred was an 
accident. Her counsel, 
David Pinnell, said she 
came from a very 
respectable background 
with a very supportive 
family behind her. 

“This case is a 
tragedy. The offence was 
out of character and was 
due to the amount of 
alcohol and other sub¬ 
stances she took. 

“She does look to the 
future and in no way 
wallows in self pity. 


turning what is a tragedy 
into something useful. 
The fire was started very 
much on the spur of the 
moment.” 

Judge Philip Richards 
told her: “That fire could 
have caused great dam¬ 
age. You show great 
insight into what you 
did.” 

He said the victim 
had lost all his belong¬ 
ings. The guilty verdict, 
said the judge, was 
based on very clear evi¬ 
dence. 

“Why you did what 
you did remains very 
unclear. It was in a fit of 
angry jealousy affected 
by the amount of drink 
you had taken that night. 

“Had you not had that 
drink, your thought 
processes would have 


been more sensitive. 

“I have to sentence 
you for a very serious 
crime, but there is more 
mitigation in your case 
than in most cases of this 
sort. 

“You are an intelli¬ 
gent young woman with 
family responsibilities, 
and I am making the 
sentence as short as pos¬ 
sible, but it cannot be a 
trivial term, it has to be a 
significant term, to 
reflect the serious nature 
of your behaviour.” 

He said she had 
expressed a wish to help 
others, and it was plain¬ 
ly, he said, an unusual 
case. 

The payment of com¬ 
pensation, the judge 
added, was not a possi¬ 
bility.

Titanic not just about 
health and safety 


A S a retired 
professional 
marine/mech 
anical engineer, I 
feel your correspon¬ 
dent, Mr Delaney, 
is out of his depth 
on the subject of 
the Titanic. 

In the early 20th cen¬ 
tury, there were proper 
codes of construction in 
place, but slightly less 
effective than ours today. 
It was through these 
early mishaps that sci¬ 
ence progressed...is there 
any other way? 

Even then, there was 
the Eactories Act relating 
to factory safety, which 
included health, albeit 
somewhat “flexible”. 

One of the problems 
with early steel vessels 
was the quality of the 
steel and the methods of 
use. Steel impurities at 


that time could lead to 
low fracture resistance, 
manifesting itself in 
grain boundary fracture 
at low temperature. 

But also, crack propa¬ 
gation along rivet holes, 
which at that time were 
punched, not drilled, set 
up stresses before con¬ 
structing was completed. 

It was not until 
January 1943 (cold 
weather) that serious 
investigation into the 
mechanics of ductile- 
brittle behaviour at 
freezing temperatures 
was instigated, after the 
T2 tanker ‘Schenectady’ 
broke in half, while 
being fitted out in a ship 
yard in Oregon, USA. 

So I feel ‘health and 
safety’, as Mr Delaney 
would portray it, is 
somewhat inaccurate.

Both of them survived air-raids on the factory 
in Nightingale Road, Derby (it is still there). 

A famous Welsh scientist. Dr RV Jones (a dis¬ 
tant relative of my late Welsh mother, maiden 
name: Jones), discovered that the Luftwaffe were 
using radio beams (code name ‘Knickebein’) to 
more accurately guide their bomber stream. 

The first target - and Luftwaffe target Nol - 
was. Dr Jones discovered, R-R Derby, where the 
cross beams coalesced over the factory. 

If the Luftwaffe had succeeded in destroying it, 
they could have won the Battle of Britain without 
possibly firing a shot: no engines, no replace¬ 
ments to fit in to air frames - end of story. 
Eventually, the beams were bent off course. 

A few statistics: the Vickers Armstrong Spitfire, 
powered by the R-R Merlin engine II or III, was 
first delivered to 19 Squadron at Duxford near 
Cambridge in 1938 (now an excellent museum). 

The engine was liquid-cooled and the aircraft 
armed with eight .330 machine guns. Max speed 
was 367mph. 

Mosquito relied on 
surprise and speed 

Later versions increased the speed to 416mph 
for the Vickers Armstrong Supermarine Spitfire, 
which had two 20mm cannon and two .50 
machine guns. Plus it could carry l,0001bs of 
bombs or rocket projectiles. 

The famous wooden Mosquito, which bombed 
the Amiens Gestapo HQ, had no armament but 
could carry a bomb load of 2,0001bs and relied on 
surprise and its speed, powered by two R-R 
Merlin XXT engines of l,250hp each (max speed 
380mph). 

Finally, within the RAF, debate still rages on 
the relative merits of the Hurricane or the iconic 
Spitfire; generally the Spitfire was more 
manoueverable, but the Hurricane was of sturder 
construction, could better survive enemy-afflicted 
damage and was a superior gun platform. 

This debate still causes heated arguments 
among veterans and others alike.

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MARINA, DEVELOPMENT ON DOCKS ‘MOLE’AND A 
WATERFRONT BUSINESS PARK... 

Campaigning group’s 
vision for the town 
over the next decade 


A marina, a 
Waterfront busi¬ 
ness park and rede¬ 
velopment of a 
stretch land pro¬ 
jecting into the 
docks, are three of 
Pride in Barry’s 
key aims over the 
next decade. 

The ambitious vision 
for the town is described 
in the organisation’s 
strategy document for 
2012 which has just 
been published. 

Pride in Barry’s chair¬ 
man, Mr Paul Haley, 
told The GEM that its 
proposals envisioned an 
integrated town centre. 
Waterfront and Island 
that fulfilled the area’s 
potential. 

“A marina linking 
Barry town, the 
Waterfront and the 
Island would fill in a 
missing void and link 
everything together in a 
more direct way,” 
explained Mr Haley. 

“We have an expanse 


of water at the centre of 
the community and it 
makes no sense that 
there are no activities 
there 

“We want to see a 
marina and youth organ¬ 
isations using the 
water.” 

Pride in Barry 
believes a marina and 
development of the area 
of land jutting into the 
dock, known as ‘The 
Mole’ with cafes, restau¬ 
rants and sailing facili¬ 
ties, will help to create 
jobs, encourage tourism 
and draw inward invest¬ 
ment. 

Mr Haley pointed out: 
“A sandy beach within 
walking distance of a 
Barry marina would 
make it more attractive 
than Cardiff Bay.” 

He said a Barry mari¬ 
na would be a ‘saltwa¬ 
ter’ development, in 
contrast to Cardiff Bay’s 
‘freshwater’ facilities, 
and would appeal to a 
particular niche of the 
sailing market. 

“These things would

make the area investable 
and we’d like to see a 
business park in front of 
the Dock Office end of 
the Waterfront, near the 
train station. 

“The idea is again, 
that local jobs would be 
created, it would reduce 
travel to Cardiff and 
keep income in the 
town.” 

One of Mr Haley’s 
concerns, like many 


people in the town, is the 
overloaded road net¬ 
work which he believes 
requires significant 
improvements - another 
strategy document aim. 

“Barry is suffering 
with the top road to 
Culverhouse Cross and 
the lower road through 
Dinas Powys and con¬ 
gestion will be exacer¬ 
bated with the additional 
houses that are going to 
be built locally. 

“We need the lower 
road link into the Cardiff 
road network to be 
upgraded with a Dinas 
Powys bypass long 
overdue.” 

In 2004, Pride in 
Barry launched a strate¬ 
gy document and the 
members can point to a 
number of successes - 
such as helping the town 
achieve ‘strategic regen¬ 
eration status’ in 2010 
worth £9.8, campaign¬ 
ing for the removal of 
the Waterfront ‘tank 
farm’, and lobbying the 
Vale Council for an 
event strategy in which 


the Waterfront Festival 
plays a key role. 

Pride in Barry has 
also worked hard to pro¬ 
mote the town’s image 
through Ambassador 
Awards and a Blue 
Plaque scheme. 

Recently, the princi¬ 
pal of Cardiff and Vale 
College, Mr Mike 
James, revealed his wish 
to establish a campus on 
the Waterfront, an indi¬ 
cation of the increasing 
attractions of the town. 

Mr Haley’s hope must 
be that the decision mak¬ 
ers in the Welsh 
Government also see the 
rich potential that lies in 
Wales’ largest town less 
than seven miles from 
the capital. 

• Negotiations have 
been ongoing over the 
last few months involv¬ 
ing Associated British 
Ports and local sailing 
and youth organisations. 

Mr Haley told The 
GEM he was confident 
dinghy sailing would 
start in the dock within 
the next 12 months.

A BARRY 
optometrist is taking

“We will be raising 
money for Ty Hafan, in 
memory of my cousin’s 
baby, Noah, who was 
looked after at the fami¬ 
ly hospice for the last 
two months of his short 
life.” 

Noah was born in 
February 2011 with a 
very serious brain 
injury. Although the first 
few weeks of his life 
were touch and go, he 
was a real fighter and

was able to go home to 
live with his parents 
Hywel and Colleen 
Tyler. 

Noah then experi¬ 
enced a life-threatening 
episode and deteriora¬ 
tion, and the family 
decided he would be 
best cared for at the 


Sully-based hospice. 

Annette said: “Ty 
Hafan looked after Noah 
and the whole family. 
They were wonderful, 
providing medical and 
pastoral care.” 

In October 2011, the 
staff threw an early first 
birthday party for Noah. 
He died a few weeks 
later, just before 
Christmas, in his moth¬ 
er’s arms. Noah will 
never be forgotten by 
his family and his ‘fin¬ 
ger art’ adorns the hos¬ 
pice walls.

‘Brains Trust’ puzzler for 
Penarth Computer Club 


IS it possible to have two files 
on your computer with exactly 
the same name? 

This was the first question put at the 
recent meeting of the Penarth comput¬ 
er club. 

The first consideration is: ‘why 
would I want two files with the same 
name?’ Put that aside for the moment 
and assume that you have unintention¬ 
ally tried to save a file with the same 
name as one that already exists. 

Can you do it? The computer pro¬ 
duces a message to say that a file with 
that name already exists and asks if 
you wish to replace it. 

But it does so only if a file with the 
same name exists in the same folder, 
otherwise the new file is saved in the 
usual way. 

So it appears that you can have 
more than one file with the same name 
on your computer, provided they are in 
different folders or on different drives. 

The full answer lies in the difference 
between our world and the one a com¬ 
puter inhabits. We see a file called, say, 
Fred. The computer sees a file named 
Fred.xxx, where xxx is called the file 
extension and varies according to the 
programme used to create it (‘doc’ for 
Word documents or ‘jpg’ for a picture 
and so on). 

This is not obvious if the user has 
opted to have common file extensions 
hidden. 

The ability to have the same name in 
different folders is because the com¬ 
puter considers the file name to include 
the full path to the file’s location as 


part of its name, starting with the drive 
and each level of folder, to the one that 
contains the file, and then what we see 
as the file name. Hence the computer 
cannot have duplicated (full) file 
names when we happily have several 
that we see as the same. 

If you copy and paste a file to the 
same folder the system will indicate 
that the new file is a copy (or copy2; or 
copy3 of the original). 

The meeting then noted the sophisti¬ 
cation of computer diagnostics for 
modern cars that not only identify a 
problem, but also indicate the date and 
time it occurred. 

Some discussion centred on how to 
set tab and indent controls on word 
documents. These are set on a ruler 
above the top of the document. They 
can be set for any individual document 
or incorporated into a template that can 
be saved and re-used. 

It was agreed that if a programme 
started to malfunction repeatedly, it 
would be as well to remove it and re¬ 
install it from scratch (remember to 
back up any data files beforehand). 

No-one could answer a problem 
where text at one size was reduced 
before being copied from one docu¬ 
ment, but, when pasted into another 
one, arrived at its original size. 

The next meeting is on Tuesday, May 
8 at All Saints Lesser Hall, Victoria 
Square, Penarth, at 7.30pm. Dr Brooks 
will give an update on family tree 
research.

Barry’s local Olympic 
torchbearers revealed 


AMONG the inspi¬ 
rational torchbear¬ 
ers who will be car¬ 
rying the Olympic 
flame through the 
Vale on Saturday 
May 26 are three 
people who are 
being rewarded for 
their tireless efforts 
to raise money for 
charity. 

Lara Cowpe (24), 
from Dinas Powys - is 
carrying the flame in 
Barry/Barry Island. 

When she was just 
seven years old, Fara 
Cowpe was diagnosed 
with non-hodgkins lym¬ 
phoma and received two 
years of chemotherapy 
treatment. 

At 16, she was well 
enough to be fully dis¬ 
charged and it was soon 
afterwards that she first 
heard about the work of 
the Teenager Cancer 
Trust. 

Determined to help 
others, Fara decided 
there and then that she 
wanted to raise money 
and awareness. 

Through various 
exploits over the years, 
she has so far raised more 
than £30,000 for the 
Teenage Cancer Trust’s 
unit at the University 
Hospital of Wales in 
Cardiff. 

Fara unfortunately had 
another setback in July 
2010, as she explains: “I 
found a lump in my neck 
and following the 
removal of a lymph node 
I was told that I had can¬ 
cer again. 


“For a month, I and 
my family were prepar¬ 
ing for me to go through 
cancer treatment all over 
again and I could not 
believe that I was going 
to be treated on the unit I 
had raised so much 
money for. 

“However, further 
tests showed that it was 
actually the Epstein-Barr 
virus that causes glandu¬ 
lar fever. Although I was 
really unwell and still 
now feel the effects of 
the vims, I have never 
been so relieved to have a 
vims! 

“I also realised that if I 
needed the cancer unit, it 
would have been there.” 

James French (20), 
from Barry, carrying the 
flame in Barry/Barry 
Island. 

Growing up as a 
young swimmer in Barry, 
James French dreamt of 
swimming in the 
Olympics and emulating 
his hero and fellow 
Barrian, David Davies. 

He’ll now get to do the 
next best thing to com¬ 
peting in Fondon 2012 - 
carrying the Olympic 
flame through his home 
town. 

James was selected for 
the energy that he has put 
into raising thousands of 
pounds for charity 
through swimming. 

Kay Richmond (63), 
from Barry, carrying the 
flame in Barry/Barry 
Island. 

Kay is a social worker 
for Fateh, the Welsh chil¬ 
dren’s cancer charity, 
supporting families both 
in hospital and at home 


following a child’s diag¬ 
nosis of cancer and 
leukemia. 

Kay has worked for 
Fateh for 17 years, and in 
2002 she began her own 
fundraising to help raise 
money for the charity 
that is so close to her 
heart. 

One marathon and 
seven half marathons 
later, Kay has raised 
more than £5,000 for 
Fateh. 

Kay’s two grandchil¬ 
dren will be among those 
cheering her on as she 
carries the torch through 
her hometown, and she 
said: “I am really thrilled 


and was so proud to be 
nominated. My col¬ 
leagues, family and 
friends will be lining the 
route to give me support 
as we all feel it will be a 
very special day and one 
to remember.” 

Don’t forget that you 
will need to be quick out 
of the blocks to follow 
the Fondon 2012 
Olympic flame through 
the Vale on May 26, as 
the torch relay begins in 
Dinas Powys at 7am and 
climaxes on Port Road 
East in Barry at 8:50am.

Barry sixth form¬ 
ers, Bethan 
Hopkins and Isaac 
Mayne, along with 
Barry 

Comprehensive 
School teacher 
Miss Jenkins, visit¬ 
ed the former Nazi 
extermination 
camp of 
Auschwitz- 
Birkenau in 
Poland. 

The visit was part of 
the Holocaust 
Educational Trust’s 
‘Lessons from 
Auschwitz’ project. 

Preceding the trip, 
Bethan and Isaac lis¬ 
tened to the touching 
testimony of Holocaust 
survivor, Leslie 
Kleinman, at the Angel 
Hotel in Cardiff. 

The survivor told the 
audience of how he was 
sent to Auschwitz at the 
age of 15, with his 
seven siblings and 
mother, and how he was 
the only member of his 


family not sent to the 
gas chambers. 

Mr Kleinman then 
went on to tell the room 
of how he was liberated 
and saved by a Jewish 
American sergeant 
whom he longs to meet 
again. 

Linally, the testimony 
was concluded with the 
words “/ don’t hate any¬ 
body”, with Kleinman 
adding that hate will 
only cause similar 
events to happen again. 

Two weeks after 
hearing Mr Kleinman 
give his testimony, 
Bethan and Isaac flew 
to the Polish town of 
Oswiecim (renamed 
Auschwitz by the Nazis 
in 1939). 

The group was greet¬ 
ed by the man that 
founded the project. 
Rabbi Barry Marcus, in 
the only surviving syna¬ 
gogue in Oswiecim. 

After the Rabbi’s 
introduction, the stu¬ 
dents were taken 
through the gates of 
Auschwitz One, where 
Bethan and Isaac were 
shown exhibits of vari¬ 


ous recovered items 
from the camps: suitcas¬ 
es, family photos, 
razors, toothbrushes, 
shoe polish, hair and 
artificial limbs, all of 
which reminded them of 
the painful truth that 
those who were sent to 
Auschwitz believed that 
they were to be met 
with comfortable 
accommodation. 

The next area of the 
camp that Bethan and 
Isaac were to visit was 
the gas chamber. Every 
student silently entered 
one at a time and came 
out the other side not 
quite knowing how to 
feel. 

“After everybody had 
left, I decided to stay in 
on my own. I just want¬ 
ed to experience just a 
part of what they must 
have felt, and absorb it 
as an individual.” said 
Bethan. 

When the tour of 
Auschwitz One had fin¬ 
ished, the students 
moved to the second 
camp, Auschwitz- 
Birkenau, the largest of 
the three camps in 
Auschwitz.

The students walked 
through the snow-cov¬ 
ered camp until they 
reached the large multi¬ 
lingual memorial. 

Now cold and dark, 
the sixth formers stood 
between the ruins of gas 
chambers, and listened 
to Rabbi Marcus speak 
and sing passionately in 
memory of those who 
had died where they 
were stood. 

The comment that 
Bethan and Marcus 
remember most vividly 
was - “If we were to 
have a minute of silence 
for each innocent man, 
woman and child that 
died in this camp alone 

- something we are 
constantly doing to 
remember individuals 
that die tragically within 
western culture - we 
would have to remain 
silent for three whole 
years.” 

The students then lit 
candles and placed them 
upon the railway track 
at Auschwitz-Birkenau 
as a final mark of 
respect to those that 
died, and to mark the 
end of their trip. 

But from here the 
experience was not over 

- Bethan and Isaac now 
plan to share what they 
have learnt with the 
school through a forth¬ 
coming assembly. 

Bethan has planned 
to create a holocaust 
memorial to display in 
our school - the memo¬ 
rial will be a large sheet 
layered with handprints 
of every pupil that 
wishes to take part, and 
will serve us as a 
reminder of our own 
individuality, our 
respect to those that 
died, and our willing¬ 
ness to never let it hap¬ 
pen again. AC

Council looking to 
land sales to fund 
schools in the Vale 


THE Vale Council’s flag¬ 
ship project to create the 
Penarth Learning 

Community (PLC) needs 
land sales totalling £4 
million to go through - 
otherwise the cash will 
have to be borrowed. 

A recent issue of The GEM 
included an article outlining the 
council’s strategy for school 
building, detailing how an allo¬ 
cated £74 million will be spent 
over the next eight years. 

The biggest project, costing 
£47.2 million, is the Penarth 
Learning Community (PLC) 
bringing St Cyres School, and the 
three special schools of Erw’r 
Delyn, Ashgrove and Ysgol Maes 
Dyfan, together on one campus. 

Another £20.9 million is to be 
spent over the eight years, with 
£12 million going on a refurbish¬ 
ment of Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive School. 

The remainder of that £20.9 
million will be spent on enhanc¬ 
ing various primary schools in 
Barry and Llantwit Major. 

Finally, a sum of £6.6 mi llion 
has been set aside for repairs and 
improvements to other schools 
around the Vale.

This information was revealed 
in a report to the Vale Council 
cabinet on April 18. 

However, the same report also 
revealed that the Vale Council 
faces the prospect of having to 
borrow £4 million if there are 
delays in raising cash from the 
sale of surplus land. 

This surplus land is available 
(or will be available) as a result 
of schools moving from old sites 
to new. 

The report lists the sites, and 
the biggest is at Dinas Powys, 
which is available now that St 
Cyres School has moved onto 
one site at Penarth. 

However, during the election 
period. Plaid Cymru councillors 
in Dinas Powys have been raising 
concerns over possible traffic 
problems if too much of the site 
is sold for housing. 

The council also expects to 
raise cash by selling the existing 
Ysgol Maes Dyfan site - once the 
school has moved to its new 
home at the PLC. 

Finally, the last land sale that 
is earmarked to contribute to the 
£4 million is in Cowbridge, 
where the former sixth form 


building (on Aberthin Road) is 
surplus to requirements now that 
the town’s new comprehensive 
school is open. 

A much bigger (and more 
valuable) piece of Cowbridge 
school land is the lower school 
site, which has been bought (sub¬ 
ject to planning permission) by 
Taylor Wimpey for a residential 
development. 

This money, however, is not 
available to the Vale Council’s 
school building programme, 
because it is tied to a local educa¬ 
tional trust. 

The Vale Council also expects 
to receive £1.5 million from other 
local authorities who place pupils 
in the three special schools that 
will be in the PLC. 

The report notes that Cardiff 
City Council is expected to make 
the biggest contribution, as it 
sends more pupils to the schools 
that any other. 

Another source of funding for 
the school building programme is 
the cash due under the section 
106 agreement with the develop¬ 
ers of the Penarth Heights hous¬ 
ing project. 

A total of £783,000 is expected 
from this source, probably paid in 
stages over the eight years.

Club to explore 
birth of flight 


A FILM about 
man’s earliest 
attempts to build 
controllable flying 
machines will be 
shown at the meet¬ 
ing of Penarth 

Aviation Society on 
Friday May 4. 

Only 120 years ago 
the German Otto 

Lilienthal, a design engi¬ 
neer and pioneer of fly¬ 
ing who has been called 
‘the first successful avia¬ 
tor in the history of 
mankind’, strapped him¬ 
self to wide-ribbed 

wings which he could 

flap like a bird, and 
made his first jump from 
a 45foot-high hill. 

He managed several 
hundred gliding flights 
using his variously- 
designed wings before 
he crashed and was 


killed in 1896. 

The film, which cov¬ 
ers the birth and early 
development of aviation, 
shows Lilienthal making 
the flying experiments 
that tMlled his contem¬ 
poraries. It includes the 
Wright brothers, Orville 
and Wilbur, with their 
glider which they called 
‘the kite’. 

By 1903, the brothers 
had invented and flown 
their first powered air¬ 
craft. And just 23 years 
after Otto first jumped 
from the hill, a man flew 
across the Atlantic.

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Welsh Government 
to act over illegal 
fly grazing in Vale 


THE Welsh 

Government has 
been urged to make 
sure that laws are in 
place to tackle the 
problem of ‘fly graz¬ 
ing’ - the dumping 
of horses on private 
land. 

At a recent Question 
Time in the Senedd, the 
local regional AM, 
Andrew RT Davies, 
called on the First 
Minister to tackle ‘fly 
grazing’ and ensure that 
residents across the Vale 
do not see a repeat of the 
traumatic scenes wit¬ 
nessed throughout the 
winter months. 

He said: “I am happy 
to hear that the First 
Minister recognises 
what I have been saying 
for some time, which is 
that a co-ordinated 
response is required to 
deal with the owners of 
these horses being left to 
graze illegally on private 
land. 

“The animal welfare 
issues that have arisen 
out of this debacle have 
been extremely distress¬ 
ing for residents, as have 
the public safety con¬ 


cerns, with horses escap¬ 
ing on to public high¬ 
ways and even the run¬ 
way at Cardiff Airport. 

“Naturally, it will also 
be necessary to consider 
whether existing legisla¬ 
tion has the teeth to deal 
effectively with the 
owners of these horses, 
who have been flagrant¬ 
ly flouting the law for 
far too long. 

“Animal welfare laws 
must be sufficiently 


robust to tackle the issue 
and it is vital that we 
look closely at the cur¬ 
rent system of ‘abandon¬ 
ment notices’ as well as 
legislation concerning 
the fit and proper owner¬ 
ship of animals. 

In his reply, the First 
Minister said: “In my 
area, there has been fly 
grazing in cemeteries. 
Horses have got into one 
cemetery not far from 
where I live and are still 


there, to the great dis¬ 
tress of people who have 
loved ones buried there. 

“It is well known who 
the owners of these hors¬ 
es are. We will work 
very closely with all 
local authorities to 
ensure that proper 
enforcement takes place. 

“If there is a need to 
strengthen the law in this 
area, we will of course 
consider that as well.”

age to match or even 
exceed them? The good 
news is that it most defi¬ 
nitely does. 

The individual parts 
add up to a satisfying 
whole that certainly sets 
the benchmark, not just 
for the likes of Batman 
and Spiderman, but for 
summer blockbusters as 
a whole. 

The main worry was 
how the film was going 
to handle such a rich 
mix of characters, all 
with an avid fanbase, 
and all needing to be 
served by the machina¬ 
tions of the story. 

Thankfully, under the 
auspices of Joss Whedon 
(also in the director’s 
chair) and Zak Penn 
(who has experience 
with both The Incredible 
Hulk and X-Men 2) the 
characters come across 
vividly and richly 
defined - all having a 
part to play and none 
feeling marginalised by 
the needs of the story. 

Whedon and Penn’s

story plays out as a typi¬ 
cal comic book movie - 
evil attempting to take 
over the world with the 
aid of an army - but on 
this simplistic founda¬ 
tion intelligence and 
spectacle are laid in 
equal measure. The film 
balances incredibly well 
the notions of identity, 
morals of the supposed 
good guys and the 
importance of heroes in 
this cynical age with 
explosions, fight 
sequences and the 
expected action beats. 

Whedon’s skill as a 
director has always 
leaned more towards 
actors than delivering 
bang for your buck, but 
given such a large toy 
set to play with, he 
comes up with the 
goods, the film kicks off 
with a well constructed 
set-piece involving an 
escape and never really 
lets its foot off the pedal. 

The middle act sags a 
touch only due to the 
needs of the story, all 
that action requiring 
some breathing space for 
story. 

But Whedon marshals 
all the elements into a 
credible whole, and 
hopefully the success of 
this film will make him 
more than just the cele¬ 
brated hero of the genre 
community - he can cer¬ 


tainly achieve even more 
than is on show here. 

The cast are all more 
than well versed in their 
characters so play very 
much as you would 
expect: Robert Downey 
Jr is witty and charis¬ 
matic, Chris Evans noble 
as the man out of time, 
Chris Hemsworth stoic 
as the man out of place, 
while newcomer Mark 
Ruffalo nails the human 
element of the Hulk, and 
the likes of Scarlett 
Johannson, Jeremy 
Renner and Samuel L 
Jackson are all impres¬ 
sive in built-up roles. 

Tom Hiddleston really 
hits the spot as the evil 
Loki, vying with Ruffalo 
as the finest turn on 
show. Hiddleston deliv¬ 
ers a boo-hiss villain 
with added clout and 
backstory, and even if 
his alien army feels a 
touch faceless, the actor 
is still coldly chilling 
and a viable threat to our 
heroes. 

While the future for 
the group will no doubt 
be built up by further 
individual outings for 
the heroes, hopefully the 
next installment of their 
team-up won’t be too far 
away as Avengers 
Assemble is a fine first 
outing for this dream 
team and a thrilling 
adventure ride in its own

Rain stops just in 
time in the Vale! 


THE heavy rain that hit the 
Vale, stopped just in time - as 
far as travellers were con¬ 
cerned. 

The rain ceased on Tuesday after¬ 
noon; in the morning, the Vale 
Council had issued a warning, ask¬ 
ing motorists to avoid travelling due 
to the large amount of water on the 
roads. 

A particular problem was in 
Lavernock Road in Penarth, where 
the road was badly flooded, due to 
an overflow of the public surface 
water sewer. 

A spokeswoman said: “The Vale 


Council is working to keep the road 
open and Welsh Water has been 
asked to make the sewer a priority.” 

Roads through Pendoylan and 
other Vale villages were subject to 
flooding, and Dyffryn Gardens was 
closed on Tuesday but was expected 
to be open on Wednesday. 

The Vale of Glamorgan Railway 
Line was flooded between Bridgend 
and Cardiff Airport for a time in the 
morning. 

A spokesman for Arriva Trains 
reported: “Services were disrupted 
and we had to lay on buses. 
However, services were running 
again by Ham.” 


FRACKING College 

INQUIRY praised 


THE public inquiry 
into the controver¬ 
sial plan to drill in 
Llandow to test for 
shale gas, will begin 
on May 22. 

Coastal Oil and Gas 
Ltd has appealed 
against the Vale Council 
planning committee’s 
decision to refuse per¬ 
mission to conduct 
exploratory drilling to 
determine the commer¬ 
cial potential for 
extracting natural gas. 

The company has 
already completed simi¬ 
lar test drilling in sever¬ 
al sites in south Wales, 
and claims that drilling 
in the Vale is necessary 


to complete the geologi¬ 
cal picture. 

However, campaign¬ 
ers have raised the spec¬ 
tre of a fracking’ oper¬ 
ation, where sand, water 
and chemicals are 
pumped into fissures in 
the shale beds, several 
hundred metres below 
ground, and are oppos¬ 
ing any drilling. 

The public inquiry 
will take place in the 
Board Room, Docks 
Office, Barry, starting at 
10am on May 22, and is 
expected to last two 
days.

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SOUTH WALES BUSINESSMAN TACKLES 
EVEREST FOR CHILDREN’S CHARITY

WAKING up in a 
small hut with no 
electricity to find 
that your only 
source of drinking 
water has frozen is 
not a situation that 
most of us would 
expect to be in 
come March. 

Yet this is what faced 
south Wales business¬ 
man Tim Leeke after he 
agreed to become one of 
12 hardy climbers who 
trekked up Everest to 
Base Camp to raise 
money for the NSPCC 
in Cardiff. 

“It was at a family get 
together at Christmas 
that it was first men¬ 
tioned,” explained Tim 
in an interview with The 
GEM. “My cousin 
Emma was already in 
the second year of a 


two-year fundraising 
project for the NSPCC 
and I was happy to help. 

“I knew three people 
there - my cousins 
Emma and Chris, and 
my friend Andy who is a 
Llanblethian boy. 

“We all met up before 
so I could get to know 
people and they were a 
great group to do it 
with.” 

With a hardy bunch 
of explorers at his side, 
including Cardilf Blues 
chairman Peter Thomas 
and Welsh Rugby Union 
supremo David 

Pickering, Tim began 
his ascent of the world’s 
largest mountain. 

“What hit me first 
was the altitude - the 


lack of air, that is,” he 
said. “It was really hard 
to get used to. You can’t 
train for altitude until 
you’re there. It affects 
everybody differently. I 
guess it’s just kind of 
luck, how your body is 
made up. 

“I was often breath¬ 
less and I developed a 
cough too, due to swal¬ 
lowing dust. There was 
dust everywhere, espe¬ 
cially when the yaks 
went past - they’d blow 
huge clouds up for you 
to walk through. 

“I also had a bit of a 
dodgy stomach for a 
few days which was 
especially uncomfort¬ 
able when walking. That 
caused me a bit of 
angst!” 

Particularly at the 
beginning, Tim wasn’t 
missing out on the fine 
weather we were experi¬ 
encing in Wales. 

Par from it, in fact; in 
the day at least. 

“We were very lucky 
with the weather a lot of 
the way up. It was warm 
enough to wear shorts 
on the first few days. 

“But it got very cold 
at night, and these ‘tea 
houses’ you stayed in 


weren’t heated. It got so 
cold that some people’s 
water carriers would 
freeze and they’d end up 
with big chunks of ice in 
their water the next 
day.” 

The terrain was also 
constantly changing, 
and you could never rest 
on your laurels or you 
risked getting caught 
out by what was around 
the corner. 

“We began by 
trekking on paths,” he 
explained. “They were 
only two or three feet 
wide, and then it would 
change. 

“You would be clam¬ 
bering over boulders for 
a few hours. Then there 


were some really nar¬ 
row paths and then you 
would be trekking 
through forest. It kept 
you on your toes!” 

They began to reach 
their destination after a 
few days’ trekking, and 
Tim described his relief 
at finally seeing the end 
in sight. 

“When we got 
towards Base Camp I 
just felt great relief and 
a real satisfaction for 
what I had achieved. I 
had got to the highest 
point I could have 
hoped to. 

“All that’s there is a 
stone marking that it 
was Base Camp, and 
further on there is a tent¬ 


ed area for those 
climbers trying to reach 
the summit. There’s 
nothing really to do or 
see. We were there for 
half an hour and then 
turned back to trek 
down to a settlement to 
acclimatise. 

“To go further, you 
need to be a profession¬ 
al as you’re going to be 
going through ice fields 
and the like, so you 
can’t go any further than 
Base Camp without 
buying a permit for 
£20,000 or £30,000. 

“You’ve also got to 
have the Sherpa guides 
with you because it’s so 
treacherous. Por these 
reasons I’d never con¬ 


sider going higher.” 

The group then 
descended back to 
Kathmandu by helicop¬ 
ter, as most had commit¬ 
ments to return to in 
south Wales. But Tim 
said that he had spent 
enough time on the 
mountain to take home 
plenty of memories to 
his family. 

“It was an absolutely 
amazing experience and 
I would recommend it to 
anybody. It was really, 
really tough but has 
given me many great 
memories! We took 
hundreds of photos of 
our trip.” 

He also had a few tips 
for any would-be Vale 
explorers looking to fol¬ 
low in his footsteps. 

“I’d say take your 
walking boots, proper 
walking boots! Make 
sure they fit properly. 

“If they give you 
grief you’ve had it! I 
think it’s quite amazing 
that the entire time we 
were trekking none of 
us had blisters! 

“I’d also say little 
things like baby wipes 
and antibacterial hand 
gel. There’s no running 
water the closer you get 
to Base Camp so it’s 
always handy to have 
things like that with 
you.” 

But the main reason 


Tim and his group were 
tackling Everest was to 
benefit others. 

He finished by 
explaining where the 
money raised would be 
heading. 

“It’s always a pleas¬ 
ure to help disadvan¬ 
taged children. A lot of 
the money goes towards 
the NSPCC’s work in 
Cardiff - the ‘Building 
Brighter Putures’ pro¬ 
gram and their Diane 
Engelhardt House in the 
city. We also had a lunch 
and charity auction 
before we went.” 

He also added that he 
wasn’t looking at con¬ 
tinuing his burgeoning 
climbing career any 
time soon. 

“I’ve got a wife and 
two young children at 
home, so I was lucky to 
be able to get the two 
weeks I had. I’m already 
indebted to my wife for 
that!”

Come night we tried to 
keep to a strict routine so 
that little Harriett could 
stick to her usual sleeping 
pattern but this is always 
difficult on holiday.

Consequently, wash¬ 
ing up was done under 
the trickle of cold water 
to ensure that there was 
enough Calor Gas for 
heating and hot showers. 

The Lifestyle’s shower 
room was well set out, 
particularly when com¬ 
paring it to the Nuevo 11, 
for instance, which I test¬ 
ed last year. 

There seemed much 
more room in the 
Lifestyle, where passen¬ 
gers could walk tteough- 
out, even into the cabin, 
which was a helpful fea¬ 
ture when Harriett, sitting 
in her car seat at the rear, 
wanted food or her teddy.

“Garages can be 
busy places, particu¬ 
larly first thing in the 
morning as vehicles 
are dropped off on 
the way to work and 
in the evening as 
they’re collected on 
the way home. 

“If you need to dis¬ 
cuss anything with 
the garage try to pick 
a quieter time - late 
morning or early 
afternoon perhaps. 

“Be specific about 
what you want done 
and get an estimate.
